Court at Louisville, Ky., which is of interest, not only because 
the plaintiff, Mme. de Kermel, is a daughter of the late Gen. 
“ Fighting Phil’ Kearney, but because it is the last of the 
old war trust cases, so common in Kentucky, when confisca- 
tion of property was guarded against by family conveyances. 
General Kearney and the late Colonel Thomas L. Alexander, 
U. 8. Army, married sisters—the Misses Bullitt, of Louisville. 
The plaintiff, the daughter of General Kearney, is wife of 


are the widow and son of the late Colonel Alexander, the 
widow being the Colonel’s second wife. Ths only child by 
his first wife, Miss Bullitt, was Thomas Bullitt Alexander, 
who served in the Union Army as lieutenant until the war of 
the rebellion broke ont, when he tendered his resignation 
and entered the service of the Confederacy in 1864. On en- 
tering that service he gave to his father a trust deed of valu- 
able property in Main street, just west of Bullitt street, left 
him by his mother, and ia the income from which the father 
had a life interest. This trust deed was given for moneys 
advanced by the father to his son, and conveyed all the prop- 
erty to the father. The deed, although proved for record in 
the following year, was not recorded in fact until 1881, a 
year after the death of Mr. Alexander. At the close of the 
rebellion Mr. Alexander went to Europe and lived with the 
Viscount de Kermel in Brittany, and was nursed and cared 
for there through the long illness which finally resulted in 
his death. Previous to bis death he made a will leaving the 
property to Mme. de Kermel, his cousin and nearest of kin, 
he having never married. This property he always claimed 
as his, and the father never made any counter claim until 
after the death of his son. Neither of them, in correspond- 
ence, ever alluded to the trust deed of 1864, a document that 
seemed to have been forgotten until Mme. de Kermel at- 
tempted to claim the property. Then the father put ina 
claim under the trust deed, which had been unearthed and 
recorded. Soon after the contest began the father died, and 
his widow and her son prosecuted the suit, the property be- 
ing left to them by the will of the contestants, The Vice 
Chancellor, in his decision, declares that the deed of 1864 
was a trust held by the grantee for the benefit of his son, and 
that consequently the will of T. B. Alexander was good, and 
that under it the property goes to Mme. de Kermel. 
ApvertTING to the recent trial by general court-martial of 
Liout. C. E. Garst, 15th Inf., which resulted in a reprimand, 
the Leavenworth Times says: ‘‘He found some Indians on 
the verge of starvation, and addressed a letter direct to 
the Secretary of the Interior, stating the fact in very plain 
and terse language, which was an infringement of the rule 
and prejudicial to good order and military discipline; for he 
should have sent it by the red tape route. This might have 
taken several months todo, but the Indians might have 
starved to death in the meantime, and therefore Garst should 
be punished, urless it can be proved that his letter was not 
instrumental in getting food to the Indiam in time to save 
them. The fact is, the good sense of Lieut. Garst is to be 
commended. We all know how General Pope averted a hor- 
rible outbreak at Fort Reno by his energetic action, and it 
seems what Lieutenant Garst has done is in the same direc- 
tion.”

The Washington correspondent of the Louisville Courier-

There sits at a desk immediately adjoining Secretary Lincoln, a 
smail, thin, pele faced man with a bionde mustache and chin 
whiskers. lie is quick and nervous in his motions, and he has 
the accent of a born New Englander. He came trom humble be- 
ginuings, but he has high rauk ia the Army.’ He has, however, 
never been promoted. Seventeen years ago he was appointed a 
major and assistant judge advocate general, and such he is to-day, 
His name is Thomas IF, Barr, aud he is known among some in the 
army asthe real secretary of war. He site by Mr. Lincoln and 
supplies him with both information and judgment. Schemes 


that have received the sanction of the secretary have been 
blocked by Mujor Barr. Soime officers in the army like him aud 
some do nut. He was brought toWashingtou by Secretary Ramsey, 


who found him doing duty as assistant judge advocate generai at 
8t. Paul, Mian, He was Mr. Ramsey’s private secretary, and 
when Mr. Lincoln came in Le was retained, He has risen, how- 
ever, from the duties of private secretary to those of arbitrator of 
the destinies of the army. Mr. Lincoln has made him his confiden- 
tial advisor, One man is especia!ly distasteful to Major Barr, aud 
that isthe chief of his corps, Gen. Swaim. Major Barr, in the 
first place, was a candidate fur the place that Gen. Swaim now 
holds, and he has had the pleasure since his defeat of overruling 
some of Gen. Swaim’s decisions. He acted, of course, in the name 
of Mr. Lincoln; but Gen. Swaim kuew that he was overruied, es- 
pecially in the Mason case, by his own subordinate. This made 
Gen. Swaim apgry,anud he had the folly toask the secretary ot 
war tuat the secretary's. right-hand man and eflicient prop be 
detailed to duty at West Point. This in turn made Major Barr 
angry, and he now hates his chiefso much that he and Mr. Lin- 
colo have arranged 2 little plan to transfer Barr irom the military 
to the civil corps of the war department. Iu the last army bill 
there was created the office of assistant secretary of war, with a 
salary of $3,500 attached. This was tor Barr, but Barr’s position 
in the army prevents his taking the office. He is willing to go 
out, however, if he can get a price for his commission. He wants 
to capitalize his present place. He is what is known in the army 
88 @supernumerary officer. The number of assistant judge advo- 
cate generals has been reduced to four. There are now eight.

KECENT DEATHS. 

Tue funeral of General Warren, which took place at New- 
port, R: I, August 12, was largely attended. The services 
comprised simply the Episcopalian burial office, and there 
was no military display, in compliance with Gen, Warren's 
request. The Marche Funebre from Beethoven's Third 
Symphony was played as the remains, borne by six sergeants 
from the 4th U, 8. Artillery,. were brought into the church. 
The choir then wang ‘* Lord, Let Me Know Mine Eud.” A 
vast number of people took a last view of their dead 
friend. The only military act was the playing of a dirge by 
the Fort Adams Band at the Island Cemetery, where the 
gallant soldier’s remains were buried in the family lot. 
Amongst those present were: Major-Gen. W. 8. Hancock, 
Gen. J. G. Parke, of the Corps of Esagineers, who com- 
manded the Ninth Corps in the rebellion; Gen. Samuel W. 
Crawford, United States Army (retired); Gen. Theodore G, 
Elhs, of New Haven, Conn.; Gen. J. H. Wilson, now Super- 
intendent of the New York and New England Railroad; Col. 
John M. Barlow, United States Engineer Corps; Oapt. Has- 
brouck and other officers of the 4th United States Artillery, 
Fort Adams; Lieut.-Commander Caldwell, United States 
Navy, and other officers from the torpedo station; officers 
from the United States ship New Hampshire, and others 
whose names are given in the letter of our Newpor‘’ corres- 
pondent. The pall-bearers were Gen. Hancock, Gen. Parke, 
Gen. George W. Cullum and Gen, J. J. Van Alen, represent- 
ing the Army; Capt. M. ©. Marin, the Navy; Postmaster 
Thomas Coggeshall, of Newport, the Government; Prof. 
Fairman Rogers, of Philadelrhia, the Society for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, and Mayor Robert 8. Franklin the 
city. Gen, A. A. Humphreys was suddenly called away, 
August 11, to Rye Beach, N. H., by the dangerous illness of 
his son, Capt. Humphreys, U. 8. A. Gen. Warren had been 
stationed at Newport since 1870 and during his long resi- 
dence had made many friends. His family occupy the his- 
toric Coles mansion, on Thames street. Gen. Warren’s 
sister, Mrs. William A. Roebling, of Brooklyn, N. Y., is oc- 
cupying the Mayer villa, in Washington street. A large 
meeting of the survivors of the Fifth Army Corps was held 
at Pitteburg, Aug. 12, and after several speeches deploring 
the death of Gen. Warren, suitable resolutions regarding the 
same were passed, 

The surviving soldiers of the 62d and 155th regiments of 
Penzsylvania, who served under Gen. Warren in the 5th 
Corps, held a meeting at Pittsburgh, Penn., on Saturday 
evening, Aug. 12, at which were passed resolutions apprecia- 
tive of his character and services, and expressive of their 
esteem for him and bereavement at his loss, John H, Kerr, 
who had paid a tribute to Gen. Warren at a meeting of the 
155th regiment in 1875, and had received a letter from Gen. 
Warren in regard to it, read it. It is as follows :

GEN. AUGUST DUCROT. 

The death is announced of Gen. August Ducrot, who dar- 
ing the Franco-German war commanded the first corps of the 
reconstructed army under MacMahon, and succeeded ‘that 
general in the command of the army after he had been se- 
verely wounded in the disastrous engagement at Sedan. Gen. 
Ducrot,after the Capitulation of Paris, refased candidaciesfor 
the Assembly tendered him in Paris aud in Nievre, but finally 
reconsidered his determination and was returned for Nievre, 
at the head of the poll. He took his seat at the Right, and’ 
thenceforth testified by his speeches, his writings, and his 
evidence before commissions, a deep seated aversion to the 
government of September and to all democratic ‘ideas: He 
nevertheless protested against the restoration of the Em- 
pire. During the year 1871 he exhibited. great activity in 
justifying himself from the various charges made against 
him for his conduct during the war. He issued four yol- 
umes or large pamphlets, respectively entitled ‘‘The Day of 
Seaan,” “The Staff and Its Different Arms,” “Some Obser- 
vations on the System of the Defence of France,” and *‘The 
Truth About Algeria,” the latter being dedicated to the Duke 
d’Aumale. He was made a grand officer of the Legion of 
Honor August 20, 1870, and was author of “Frontier War- 
fare (1873), and a detailed history of ‘‘The Defence of Paris” 
(four volumes, 1875-1878). Gen. Ducrot was born at Nevers 
February 24, 1817; graduated from the military school of 
Saint-Cyr in 1886, as sub-lientenant of infantry; won almost 
all his grades by active service in Algeria; became general 
of brigade in March, 1858; made the Italian campaign of 
1859; was promoted'to general of division in June, 1865, and 
commanded in 1868 the Sixth territorial at Strasbourg. ~

and a dress parade. The band is a remarkably fine one, and 
under the leadership of Joseph Nevotti is constantly becom- 
ing more proficient. [Iam sure your people will be pleased 
with our band, and it will be allowed to play at parties and 
entertainments.” 

The 9th Infantry band always thought that they were 
rather shabbily treated here. A band man receives the same 
pay as a private soldier, thirteen dollars a month, and the 
leader has sixty dollars. So they are allowed to play for 
public entertaiuments. The 9th very often played gratui- 
tously in Omaha and yet was never favored in any way b 
citizens. The day of the Grant reception they marched all 
over town and played beautifully and were not given even so 
much as a drink of beer. May the 4th meet with pleasanter 
and more generous treatment. The headquarters of the 9th 
Infantry will be transferred to-day to Fort Niobrara. A 
special train from Florence takes the troops early in the 
morning. Lieut. Palmer, of the 9th, left yesterday after- 
noon for Chicago on a seven days’ leave of absence, after 
which he joins his company at Fort McKinney. 

Department of the Piatte.—A despatch from Omaha, Aug. 
17, says: The commanding officer at Fort Robinson, M«jor Suw- 
ner, Sth Cev., telegraphed to Army Headquarters here to-day 
that be had receivea despatches from Agent McGillicuddy, at 
Pine Ridge Agency, to the effect that Red Ciond nad notified the 
agent that the latter must leave the agency by Oct. 1. The agent 
has also informed the Commissioner of Indian Affairs that Red 
Clou:t has been sullen ever since he was deposed from the chief- 
ee ae the Sioux by General Crook, and for this reason the 
agent posed him from the chieftaiuship of his own band. 
There are 7,000 Sivux at Pine Ridge and 7,000 at Rosebud Agency, 
and in the event of an outbreak tuere Would be about 3,000 war- 
rivrs in the field. 

A telegram was also received at Omaha, Aug. 17, from Major 
Sumner, stating that he had received a letter signed by fifty two 
chieis of the Sioux nation, saying that widespread dissatistaction 
and trouble existed among the bands at the Alpine Ridge Agency, 
and they called oa General Crook tocome up and adjust matters 
for them. 

It is stated that a great many young Sioux have grown up to be 
warriors, and, having listened to tales of their fathers, they are 
now anxiots to distinguish themselves on the warpath, and are 
therefore restiess and eager for fight.

All the available Mexi- 
can tronps are concentrating to operate agsinet them, Judge 
Wood, just arrived from the Sen Pedro Valley, brings news 
that the noted Indiaa Chief Eskiminzin is making prep- 
arations for war. .He has assembled forty or fifty bucks, 
renegades from San Carlos. all heavily armed, and who act 
in a threatening manner. Eskiminzin is noted as one of the 
most treacherous and vindictive Indians in the Territory. 

Professor H. B. Clifford, of Washington, just returned 
from Ures,. Sonora, states that on the afternoon of the 5th 
inst. he, with James Walton, of El Paso, was attacked by a 
band of Apaches thirty miles sonthesst of Ures. Walton 
was seriou:ly wounded in the left shonider and Olifford 
received a wound on the right side.

Tae naval hospital and grounds at Annapolia have been 
turned over to the custody and care of the superintendent 
of the Naval Academy.

John B. Rittenhouse, the eloquent orator and writer, the 
polished scholar, who when in Italy was many times im- 
portuned by artists of celebrity there to allow a plaster cast 
of bis classic head taken because of its resemblance to 
Michael Angelo, and this reminds me of an incident I will re- 
late, Having at his own request early in the Rebellion been 
ordered to the Vandalia, then already for a cruise to tho 
coast of Africa, his household effects were left in my charge for 
disposal by auction; among the many articles of bric a brac 
wasa bronze statuette of Angelo, which the auctioneer honestly 
mistook for Mr. Rittenhouse, and it was bid off as such, the 
mistake so far as I know never having been discovered. A 
genius with all its concomitant eccentricities. around his 
hospitable bachelor board oft gathered the literati of the 
day, and intellectual converse joined with epicurean taste:— 
Levi D. Slamm, that prince of good fellows and brilliant 
writer, at once satirical, terse and forcible, whose sad death 
resulted from softening of the brain, which so rapidly de- 
veloped itself on his return home on the Congress, and whose 
loxs was 0 sincerely mourned by his friend Rittenhouse:— 
Jobn A. Bates, whose admirable qualifications for the po- 
sition of paymaster, was the result of his early training in 
the science of accounts, methodical, systematic and exacting, 
but always so generous and just to his subordinates, Me- 
Kean, Buchanan, Jobn O, Bradford, John V. B. Bleecker, 
Joxeph Wilson, Benj.

All of them were beloved here as citizens, and grandly 
maintained the high respect and dignity of their official rank.

THE TRUTH OF HISTORY. 

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


The Society of Ex-Officers of the Army and Navy of 
Cincinnati, in the interests of truth and the vind:cation 
of history, was induced last winter to ask their Vice- 
President, Gen. J. D. Cox, to deliv: an address on 
Gen. Pope's campaign in Northern Virginia. In re- 
sponse, Gen. Cox repeated, in a slightly changed 
form, his ‘* Review of the Report of the Advisory 
Board in the Case of Gen. Fitz John Porter,” which he 
had furnished, with injunction of secresy, to Gen. Gar- 
field, for confidential use in Congress against Porter. 

Members of the Society, and other ex-officers of the 
Army in Ohio denounced, in the press of Cincinnati, 
the address as ex parte, the production of an advocate, 
and as confusing hisiory. And some members, in their 
late quarcerly meeting, presented a petition and resolu- 
tion asking that one of its members (Col. C. W. Moul- 
ton’ addreas the Society in reply to Gen. Cox. But the 
petition was refused, and a resolution (offered by Gen. 
Cox) was passed, virtually prohibiting 9 reply and the 
presentation of any and all productions, unless the 
writer had been a participant in the events be described. 
The same rule, if passed in time, would have excluded 
Gen. Cox’s address, a8 he was not in Gen. Pope’s cam- 
paigo; but his address, having been delivered, it was 
Lut fair to expect that a reply or discussion would not 
have been prohibited in the Society by the voices of 
such intelligent and prominent officers as Gen. M. M. 
Force, the president of the Society and Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Ohio; Gen. A. Hickenloper, a vice- 
president, and Lieut. Governor of Ohio; and Gen. J. 
D. Cox, a vice president, and ex-Governor of Olio and 
ex-Secretuary of the Interior under President G.ant—the 
last-named vaving delivered the address to which a 
reply was desired. 

The questions naturally arise, could these members 
have regretted the delivery cf Gen. Cox’s address, the 
errors of which had been pointed out to Gen. Cox by 
Gen. Porter, when it was in the hands of Gen. Garfield; 
or did they fear the effect of the truth of history as es- 
tablished, after months of investigation and study of all 
the facts, by such intelligent and experienced officers as 
Generals Schofield, Terry and Getty, and promulgated 
at home and abroad by the historians John O. Ropes, 
Comte de Paris and Maj. F. Mangold, of the German 
army ? 

We rested until lately under the belief that the most 
of the important questions relating to the Pope cam- 
paign in Virginia, «luring the last four days of August, 
1862, had been settled hy the report of the Schofield, 
Terry and Getty Advisory Board; but the late re- 
fusal of the Society of Ex-Otficers of the Army and 
Navy of Cincinnati to permit a reply to Gen. J. D. Cox’s 
address, or a discussion of it, has caused. members of 
that society to present several importaut inquiries in the 
press of that city, one of which, as to whether there 
was a general battle on the 291h of August, we will’ un- 
dertake to answer. 

In proof of a general battle on that day a member 
of the society quotes as convincing Gen. Pope's 
despatch of Aug. 40: “ We fought a terrific battle here 
yesterday with the combined forces of the enemy, 
which lasted with continuous fury from daylight untl 
after dark, by which time the enemy was driven from 
the field which we now occupy.” By reference to Gen. 
Pope's testimony before Gen. Porter’s Court-martial it 
will be seen that by ‘the combined forces” he 
““meant Louestreet and Jackeon,” but he insisted that 
Longstreet’s forces were not on the field uil a very 
jJate hour in the evening, and then only a very sivall 
part. In his official report Gen. Pope says: “ The 
troops were suffered to rest in their positions and to

THE WORK OF CONGRESS. 

Now that Congress has at last completed its work for 
this session, it is in order toreview the results of its labors. 
Aside from the bills of special interest to our readers, 
of which we have given full account, the Forty-seventh 
Congress has thus far adopted these important meas- 
ures: A bill reapportioning the members of Congress 
to the various States; a bill excluding Chinese laborers 
from this country; a bill prohibiting polygamy in Utab; 
a bill to extend the charters of National Banks which 
were about to expire, and, finally, a bill relieving Amer- 
can shipping from one of its burdens in the shape of a 
tonnage tax. We mention only the acts of the most 
general interest outside of the legislation immediately 
affecting the Army and Navy. With its various appro- 
priation bills this Congress has disposed of some two 
hundred and sixty-five millions of dollars, not including 
the tax for interest upon the public debt, amounting to 
nearly seventy millions more. The table which follows 
shows the appropriations for various purposes, as com- 
pared with those of former years : 
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In spite of this expenditure the revenue of the coun- 
try so largely exceeds its expenditures that the decrease 
of the public debt during the current fiscal year com- 
menciug with July 1, has been at the rate of over one 
hundred and sixty-six million dollars for the year. This 
Congress has accordingly passed an act appointing a 
commission to consider the subject of revising our tariff 
acts. 

It will be observed that. nearly two-fifths of the total 
expenditure ($100,000,000), aside from interest on the 
public debt, has been appropriated to pensioning 
the heroes of former wars. The total appropriations 
for the existing military establisiiment, Army and 
Navy, is $42,785,334, or less than one-half of that de- 
voted to pensions. Without criticising the appropria- 
tions for pensions we may cite this a3 an illustration of 
the American propensity to pay liberally for the loss 
and damage resulting from war, rallier than to appro- 
priate wisely to prevent war. One hundred millions for 
pensions, three hundred and seventy-five thousand dol- 
lars for fortifications. 

The tonnage bill we have referred to is regarded as a 
most imvortant measure for the relief of American ship- 
ping It amends section 153 of the Revised Statutes 
by allowing deductions for the spaces reserved for the 
crew, these not to excced five per cent. of the gross ton- 
nage. In steam vessels, the spaces for machinery are 
also to be deducted, and special al'owances are made for 
paddle-wheel and screw stcamers, but the deductions 
here are not to exceed fifty per cent. 0° the gross total. 
The remeasuring of foreign vessels in American ports is 
to be discontinued when a like rate is adopted abroad as 
to such vessels, and the Secretary of the Treasury is to 
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promulgate a proper seale of fees for the readmeasure- 
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ment of the spaces named in the basis of section 4186 of 
the Revised Statutes. Mr. Frye said he thanked the 
Commerce Committee for the bill, the first gun that has 
been fired in favor of « revival in American commerce. 
lt was welcome music to his ears. 

This Congress has undoubtedly been an extremely 
liberal one in its appropriations, but it failed to extend 
1ts generosity to the Army and Navy. In the Army it 
was expected that we would have a liberal appropria- 
tion for heavy ordnance, and in the Navy it was thought 
to be settled that we were to have an appropriation for 
pew ships-of-war. These expectations have been disap- 
pointed, and we scem to be as far from having sea and 
coast defences as we were five years ago. 

During the eight months of the session over 2,000 
bills pertaining tothe two services have been introduced. 
Out of these 2,000 bills introduced about 70 have be- 
come laws. Nearly 200 are still on the calendars, with 
favorable reports accompanying them; about 25 have 
passed the Senate, and are on the House calendars, and 
the remainder are on the dockets in the several commit- 
tee rooms, and no doubt the majority of them will not 
see light again until revived by a new Congress.

AN OCTOGENARIAN ENGINEER. 


In the Journar of July 29, we had occasion to refer 
to the activity, bodily and mental, of Captain John 
Ericsson, who with this month of August enters upon 
the eightieth year of his age. Having completed the 
observations connected with the sun’s radiant energy 
and concluded the practical investigations of radiant 
heat, Captain Ericsson has devoted the last two years 
to mechanical ergineering, and submarine warfare, and 
to the perfecting of his grand scheme of employing 
solar heat as a motive agent. These labors may be 
noticed in the following order : 

(1) The reconstruction of his original caloric engine 
applied to pumping for domestic purposes. That per- 
fect success has attended this reconstructed engine may 
be inferred from the fact that the Delamater Iron 
Works have built and sold upwards of one thousand of 
these motors within the brief period referred to. 

(2) Hydraulic training gear applied within a trans- 
verse cylindrical perforation of the ‘‘ dead wood” of the 
Destroyer, by means of which the direction of the ves- 
sel can be changed without backing or going ahead, and 
the submarine gun thereoy pointed in any direction with 
desirable accuracy. The training gear consists of a 
submerged propeller or turbine the axle of which re- 
volves within the stated perforation, at right angles to 
the line of keel, a short distance forward of the stern 
post. It is scarcely necessary to observe, that the cur- 
rent produced by this submerged revolving wheel is 
capable of changing the direction of the vessel; hence 
by reversing and regulating this current the submarine 
gun may be pointed in any desirable direction. 

(3) A reflector applied aft of the wooden backing of 
the transverse inclined armor of the Destroyer. By 
means of this reflector the helmsman and commanding 
officer, although standing on a grating placed so low 
in the vessel that their heads are two feet below the top 
of the armor plates, are both able to view the sea and 
sky forward of the vessel—in point of fact looking over 
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the armor. The reflecting apparatus consists princi- 
pally of two mirrors composed of glass or polished 
metal, the constructor having availed himself of a well 
known optical principle applied in a very simple man- 
ner, the result being that the view obtained by a spec- 
tator placed below, and protected by the armor, is as 
complete as if looking forward over that protection. 
This enables the Destroyer to approach the enemy’s 
vessel in defiance of his guns. 

(4) A high speed steam engine for actuating electrical 
machinery for producing light, or for transferring the 
motive powerof steam, or for storing mechanical en- 
ergy by means of the lately discovered ‘‘ secondary 
batteries.” The constructor claims that this high speed 
steam engine is the swiftest single cylinder motor in 
existence. The proprietors of the Delamater Iron 
Works have built one of these high speed engines for 
lighting their establishment with the Maxim electric 
light. The professional reader will learn with surprise 
that the engine referred to consists of a single steam 
cylinder of five inches diameter and three inches stroke, 
running at the rate of twenty-one turns per second con- 
tinuously under full load with a steam pressure of only 
55 lbs. per square inch admitted to the valve chest. By 
the application of that infallible test of available power 
the Prony friction brake it has been ascertained that 
this small engine develops upwards of twelve horse 
power with the moderate steam pressure mentioned, 
The practical engineer will also be interested to learn 
that the main crank pin of this high speed engine only 
requires to be lubricated once a day. 

(5) A solar pumping engine, nowin the course of 
construction, by which Capt. Ericsson will be enabled 
to demonstrate, on a large scale, that motive engines 
may be operated by solar heat by employing atmospherte 
air asthe acting medium, instead of resorting to the 
generation of steam hitherto supposed to be indispen- 
sable. The solar pumping engine will accordingly hy 
the simple method adopted, draw on the sun’s inexhaus- 
tible supply of mechanical energy. Vast areas of table 
land under whose surface water is near at hand, as in 
certain regions of California and other countries, may 
in the near future be rendered productive by means of 
irrigation, by employing the solar pumping engine 
actuated by the radiant heat which in the absence of 
rain, at present, renders vegetation impossible. 

This is a record of two years’ achievement as a con- 
structing engineer, of which any man might be proud. 
Its presentation here is the best proof of our assertion 
that the octogenarian Ericsson has no occasion to ask 
any odds of his juniors. The fact that the majority of 
the present generation read of so many of his inventicns as 
belonging to the past has created the mistaken impression 
that he himself has no place in the current history of 
modern engineering. The evidence would seem to 
show that the record of triumph over engineering diffi- 
culties which began now more than three score years 
ago, will only be completed with the closing chapter of 
a personal history which includes the introduction of 
the screw propeller, of the iron-clad monitor, the caloric 
engine in its various forms, and other inventions too 
numerous to be recapitulated here. 


ACCESSIONS TO THE BRITISH FLEET. 

Iw addition to the splendid British fleets at sea at the 
present, the following ships are ready or nearly so at 
Chatham dock yard alone: The Warapite, 315 feet long, 
61 feet broad, 82 feet 10 inches deep, and 7,890 tons, 
She carnes four 18-ton guns, six 6 inch rifle breech 
loaders, and 12 torpedves. The Calypso, a single-screw 
corvette of 2,765 tons, carrying 10 six-inch guns. The 
Rodney, representing the latest development of the Bar- 
bette principle. Her armor is 18 inches thick ; length, 
125 feet ; breadth, 68 feet ; tonnage, 9,150. Carries four 
60-ton guns and six 6-inch guns. Thetwin ships Ajaz 
and Agamemnon, double-turret ironclads, carrying four 
88.ton guns, two 6-inch guns, two 7-pounders, four 
mitrailleuses, 10 Nordenfelds, and 12 torpedoes. They 
have 18-inch armor plates, nnd are each of 8,490 tons 
displacement. The corvettes Mover and Constance. 
The former carries fourteen 6-inch guns and six torpe- 
does, and the latter six torpedoes enly. The Conqueror 
carries two 43-ton guns, several of lighter calibre, and 
2A torpedoes. 


PROMOTION IN THE NAVY. 


IN order to ascertain the effect of the recent enact- 
ment upon promotion in the Navy, it is necessary to 
combine with the known age of naval officers’ retire- 
ments, casualties such as deaths, resignations and dis- 
missals, according to a scale determined by past records, 
On examination of the registers for ten years, from 1871 
to 1880, both inclusive, it is found that the annual 
percentage of caswalties, on the active list alone, in the 
various grades of the line, has been as follows:

Tue Sccretary of the Navy has about completed the 
arrangement of the civil force of bis Department 
under the recent act, making appropriations for the Ex- 
ecutive, Legislative and Judicial bill.

Ar the conference of the Secretary of the Navy and 
the heads of the various bureaus of the Navy Depart- 
ment prior to their departure on the inspection tour the 
subject of increasing the pay of the petty officers of 
the Navy was considered, and the Secretary concluded 
to appoin’; a board to inquire into the question. The 
board will not be appointed, however, until the Secre- 
tary returns. A number of petty engineer officers 
have petitioned the Secretary with that end in view. 
The Secretary is inclined to receive their demand with 
favor, and itis more than probable that the increase 
will be allowed. Some persons are of the impression 
that new legislation would be required, but it can be 
done with the recommendation by the Secretary uf the 
Navy, and with the approval of the President, provi- 
ding the amount needed would not exceed the appro- 
priation fur the salaries of employees of the Navy. 


S1nog our last reference to the subject of the tranfer 
of the 6th Cavalry from Arizona, we have received the 
assurance of other officers of that regiment that the 
general spirit is almost entirely in favor of a move.

The work on 
which the Board is now enyaged is the nost important 
of all its duties, and it is extremely desirable to have the 
presence of the full Board. It is not known as yet, 
outside of the Board, what systems have been selected 
for the final tests, not even the representatives of the 
guns chosen being present at these tests. It is under- 
stood, however, that the tests finally decided upon are 

of the most exhaustive and severe character, 
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with a view to establishing, if possible, the relative 
merits of several systems thought to be very nearly 
equal. A number of guns, it is said, having passed 
tirough the primary tests without a flaw in their 
records. 

—— 

Moon dissatisfaction has existed for some years past 
in regard to the selection of captains to command the 
light batteries. The system seemed to contemplate 
that .he senior captain should generally command the 
light battery, but in some cases this desirable appviat- 
ment fell toa juuior captain, who enjoyed the favor of 
the colonel, or who was preferred for some other non- 
military reason. The new order does away with this 
cause of complaint in this direction, and provides for 
an interchange of captains at stated intervals so that 
all may have « fair chance to serve a tour in proper 
turn. Gen. Sherman is to be commended for his 
efforts to bring this change about, which we believe he 
has always wished for, but has not heretofore been 
fully able to secure. 


In his article in the Critic of August 12, to which we 
last week referred, Lieut. F. V. Greene speaks of the 
German official record of the Franco-German war as one 
which, ‘in clearness of statement, in completeness of 
detail, and in wealth of maps, has no rival in military 
literature.” He says: “ It will be noticed that the first 
portion of this work appeared within a year after the 
conclusion of the war to which it relates, and that it has 
been finished within the decade. This naturally invites 
attention to Colonel R. N. Scott’s compilation of the 
official records of the Union and Confederate Armies in 
the American civil war, prepared under the direction of 
the Secretary of War. ‘The first volume of these was 
published in 1880, and it is impossible to say when the 
series will be completed. Its plan classifies the work 
into four separate series, and its ultimate size is a mere 
matter of conjecture, but no estimate has placed it at 
less than hinety volumes of 800 pages each. Ten vcl- 
umes of one series already in type extend only as far as 
the spring of 1862. It differs from the German history in 
this respect; the latter is a connected history, containing 
such original documents only as are necessary for aclear 
understanding ; the former is composed entirely of orig- 
inal documents, which are printed verbatim in the order 
of their dates, and classified only so far as is necessary 
to seperate one campuigo from another. It is in no 
sense history, but it is a mine of historical information, 
the value of which, as the importance of the civil wer 
grows with time, can hardly be estimated. Never be- 
fore has a government attempted to put in print its en- 
tire military archives of along war. Nothing is here 
omitted, however secret or confidential at the time it 
was written, or however foolish, stupid or even cruel 
it may now appear in cold print.” 

Contrasting the German and American military sys- 
tems, Mr. Greene says; ‘ It is safe to say that no trained 
German officers of the same number as those composing 
the Regular Army of 1861, could in one year have crea- 
ted such fine armies as faced each other in the spring of 
1862; and many as were the mistakes made in 1862, it 
is probable that German captains and lieutenants made 
suddenly into generals would have committed a great 
many more. The whole mass of both the Northern and 
Southern Armies,” he further says, ‘‘ was leavened by 
by the little leaven of West Point; for, though the 
graduates of that institution were a minority in the Reg- 
ular Army before the war, as they are to-day, yet, then 
as now, they gave the tone to the whole Army ; and the 
essential feature of the West Point educatiun has always 
been to develop the reasoning faculty and the power of 
observation—to teach men how to study and to apply 
their knowledge, rather than to turn out experts or 
thoroughly trained professional specialists.” 








A OORRESPONDENT in Arizona writes: ‘‘ We are wait- 
ing impatiently for the marching orders which will take 
the 12th Infantry out of Arizona.

Siow progress is being made by the second auditor 
on the claims of Army officers for longevity pay under 
the Tyler decision. ‘Thus far more than fifteen hun- 
dred claims have been filed, and only about one hun 
dred and thirty have been passed upon by the second 
auditor and confirmed by the second comptroller. 
About five hundred have received a preliminary exam- 
ination, but owing to the small force of clerks in this 
office it will be some time before they can be adjudi- 
cated. Thirteen clerks are at present engaged on this 
work, many of the clerks being away on leave of ab- 
sence. The second auditor is also absent, so that but 
few claims will be disposed of during the present 
month. When the entire force settles down to duty, 
and the new clerks author:zed by the last Congress are 
appointed, it is expected that a more rapid rate of pro- 
gress will be made. Perhaps twenty-five or thirty 
claims can be settled per week, though it is expected 
that it will require several years to settle all the claims 
that will be filed under this decision.

A pesraton, of August 10, to the Globe Democrat, 
says: ‘‘The evidence taken by the Senate committee 
in regard to the abuses at the Soldiers’ Home in this 
city has been printed, and is now in possession of the 
War Department. The long continued apprupriation 
of the vegetables, fruits and flowers belonging to vete- 
rans at the home by the late Surgeon General and the 
Commissary General, appears in such a prominent 
shape in the printed record as to make it a very embar- 
rassing subject to deal with. There has been a belief 
among Army officers that they who are so serious'y 
compromised in the evidence taken would ask for a 
court of inquiry. If they do not make this request it 
is very probable that offic.al action will be taken to 
bring the whole matter before a military court. The 
feeling is strong that it will not do for the reputation of 
the service to allow such grave matters to pass without 
official attention.”

Every little 
hamlet of this description adds just so much to the difficulty of 
successfully defending the inhabitants ayainstsudden and un 
foreseen attacks, but until quite recently the number of troops 
fn the departinent ha« not been increased, but on the contrary 
rather diminished. Never since Gen. Willcox assumed command 
of the departinent has he baa an adequate force at his disposai 
to cope with the difficulties surrounding his position, In

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MARCH OF SANGER’S LIGHT BATTERY. 

We have herctofore adverted to the recent march of 
Oaptain and Brevet Major J. P. Sanger’s Light Battery 
K, 1st U. 8. Artillery, through certain portions of Cali- 
fornia, for the purpose of instruction for men and horses. 
The following is Major Sanger’s official report of the 
march in question. As we have already stated, the bat- 
tery was everywhere on its route received with kind- 
ness and courtesy. The men were absent nearly six 
weeks, and the battery had nearly every kind of useful 
experience; 

Presi, 8, F., Oar., July 256, 1882. 
To the Asalat. Adjt. General, Mil. Div. Pacific, Presidio, 8S. F°: 
Sin: Ihave the honor to report that my battery, vonsisting of 
5 officers. 48 enlisted men, 3 teameters, 4 guns, 4 calssons, 4 army 

ri and an bul 6, with 50 days’ rations, left the Presidio, 
8. F., Monday, June 12 at 7 o’cluck a. M., to make a march of in- 
struction. The men had no tents, the officers, though previded 
with ihem, found the tent-fies ordinarily sufficient. 

The battery crossed the bay to St. Quentin on a lighter in gor 
ing, and from Honth Valiejo to San Francisco on the steamer 
Apache io returning, Meanwhile it marched through Marin, So- 
noma, Lake and Napa counties, and remained for two weeks in 
camp at Clear Lake, half a mile N. EB. of Soda Bay, where the men 
were instructed in target practice andin making fascines, gabious 
and hurdles. The battery returned Wedoeeday July 19, eleven 
days earlier than was anticipated, a change of programme due to 
our being short handed from sickness, discharge, etc.. and to the 
Joss of aportion of onrsupplics. We marched 261 miles and 
made 15 camps, which were neually all that could be desired, and 
which were named —the first eleven in honor of the general offi- 
cers of the Army, the last four in honor of generale of the Mex- 
foan War. The distances, after leaving Healdsburg, 76 miles 
from 8, F., were measured with an odometer, the altitudes with 
an anerold barometer, while daily observations were taken of the 
temperature. Tsubmit herewith an itinerary of the route, pre- 
pared by lst Lieut. Frank 8. Rice, Ist Art. Wor the accuracy and 
eare bestowed on this work Lient. Kice deserves special commen- 
Gation, Tn fart, the itinerary contains so much information that 
there is but little left me to remark on. I may add that, although 
the roads are good, the grades over the mountains are very beavy. 
At many points teems cannot pass each other, aud to avoid acci- 
dents and delays the “distance’ between the carriages was 
maintained at twenty yards, and mounted men sent in ad- 
vance to give warning of the approach of the column, 
and enable vehicles to seek the nearest turn out. It is 
only necessary to see a team go over an embankment (I saw two 
2 horse teams with passengers go over) to appreciate the import 
ance of caution on the mountain roads of California. We felt the 
absence of brakes, for Which the lock ehain fe no substitute, and 
that a double quantity of collar, and saddle pads is indispensable. 
Thick dust is a summer characteriatic of the roads over which 
we marched, it rises in clouds, causing great annoyance to the 
avimals. and covering and penetrating overy part of the harness, 

roducing chafes and galls, The heat too was excessive, the 
hermometer recording as high aa 146 deg. Fab. in the sun, anid 
~106 deg. in the shade. In Tyler's Valley it fell as low as 27 deg. 
and ice formed. As is well known, these daily variations of 
temperature conatitute a feature of the climate, and range from 
‘10 deg. to 09 deg. Fah. Were the atmoaphere leas dry they 
would render campaigning at this season of the year almost im- 
practicable. Asit is, no special inconvenience le caused by these 
climatic extremes 

Except at Clear Lake, and in the Loconomo Valley, no trouble 

was experienced in procuring fresh beef and hay, and at reason- 
“able prices. Grain is not usnally the feed for the stock on the 
-ranches, but is shipped to San Francisen and other points for 
sale; consequently the horses, althongh receiving the equivalent 
“in hay, often felt the want of their customary food, and lost flesh. 

On the whole, however the battery returns to the Presidie in 
better form than when it left. [do not think it would be an ex- 
agueration to say that it is 50 per cent. a better battery for all 
purposes. than when itatarted. There is probably no branch of 
the service to which such experience ia of greater value than to 
Light Artillery—nothing in the way of arfll or instruction in a 
garrison can be substituted for it, and every light battery should 
have it. [I don’t approve of long camps, for 1 believe they are de- 
moralizing. Officers and men aettle down to the routine of gar- 
rison life, without ite comforts and diversions, and discontent 
and grumbling are theresult, It is the march, the daily camp 
and bivowac, which practically educate the battery and impress 
upon évery soldier the importance of his duties.

PILOTAGE OF NAVAL VESSELS. 
To the Editor of Uie Army and Navy Journal: 

[ see by your Journat of the 5th, that the subject 
of pilotage of Naval vessels is exciting the attention of 
Naval men. Like most other subjects it has two sides 
to it. 

A positive order from the Navy Department forbid- 
ding Naval men under all circumstances to take a pilot 
would be very objectionable. 

I. have always been a strong advocate for a general 
rule authorizing captains of Naval ships to do without 
pilots going from port to port on the coast, but at the 
same time permitting them to exercise a wise discre- 
tion under circumstances where any doubt exists as to 
the expediency of entering a port. 

Take for instance vessels drawing nut over 16 feet ; 
it would be very well to enter a port by day and in 
tolerably good weather without a pilot, and it would be 
a useless expense, not to say a detriment to the service, 
to require a pilot from New York to Boston through 
Long Island Sound. But suppose a ship drawing over 
20 teet of water, aship not steering very well in a tide 
way, obseure or threatening weather, and a captuin 
newly appointed who does not know precisely what his 
ship can do, one who has had no opportunity to study 
the tides, it would be sheer folly to insist on that captain 
taking his ship to a Navy-yard. 

It has no doubt been too much the custom for Naval 
eaptains, as well as others in the merchant service, to 

ve up to the pilot the moment he steps on deck. 

his is all wrong ; the captain as a general rule knows 
best what his ship ean do, and he should stand by the 
pilot and study his chart, so that in case of accident he 
may be on hand to share the responsibillity. The ques- 
tion of collision is entirely separate from the usual risk 
of pilotage. 

If a captain cannot be trusted to use his discretion as 
to taking a pilot he is not fit to command a Naval ship.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

With considerable surprise, I read the following in 
the issue of the Hvening Telegram of the 25th of July: 
‘*Captain J. N. Miller, who was detached a few days 
ago from the Tennessee and placed on waiting orders, 
was relieved on account of his action ia reference to 
pilotage. On going into New York harhor recent!yv he 
took a pilot at the usual charge and sent in the bill to 
the department. The requisition was honored, but the 
captain was informed that the expenre was unnecessary, 
On sailing from New York for Boston, however, the 
captain again engaged a pilot, and has been relieved in 
consequence.” 

I was surprised at the action of the Navy Department, 

or rather that branch of it called the “ Bureau of Navi- 
gation,” in depriving able naval officers of a power which 
the master of the amallest merchant vessel possesses—/, 
é., to employ a pilot, when, in his judgment, it is nru- 
dent to do sao. The Tennessee is a first class fricate, 
drawing 224 feet of water, and it seems to me unwise 
to expect the commander of such a vessel to run her 
into the port of New York without a pilot, when he 
thinks, and with good reason, too, that he inenrs 
risk thereby. A naval commander comes to the 
port of New York perhans once in a year, and 
even less frequent. and therefore can not he expected to 
possess that familiarity with surrounding objects set of 
tides and soundings which can only be acqnired by Jong 
and continuous practice, and which as any fair-minded 
seaman must admit, is necessary to sail a vessel of 224 
feet draught with perfect confidence upthe hay of New 
York, and without confidence there can not be safety in 
navigation. 
It may be advanced by the department that a com- 
mander has his chart and sailing directions, giving him 
certain courses @n certain ranges. These ranges, under 
favorable circumstances, are only discernible by those 
familiar with the form of the land enrrounding the bay, 
and in certain conditions of the atmosphere can not be 
seen at all, so that it requires considerable judgment in 
a pilot even to keep a vessel like the Tennessee in suffi- 
cient water, when it is taken into consideration that in 
the harbor of New York there are always a number of 
small craft beating up or down, vessels in tow and 
steamers bound in or out which necessitates a deviation 
from the course given in sailing directions, in a channel 
in some places just wide enough for two vessels to pass 
each other, and where the current has considerable 
hold of a large vessel. 

One might as well expect a man to find his way 
blindfolded through New York city without colliding 
with somebody. 

Tt reflects no credit on a government like ours to re 
move an able officer from command, for doing what he 
thought prudent for the safety of his ship. and T am 
confident that no other government would put such 
restrictions on naval officers to save such a small 
amount as a ship’s nilotage, and I consider this an act 
of injustice to an officer having as long experience as 
Capt. Millerin the Navy. 

The sloop of war Dale some days ago ran ashore on 
the mud flat opposite Oyster Island, and collided with a 
ship at anchor, while beating down the bay, without a 
pilot, and the Tennessee grounded while trying to enter 
Boston harbor. Therefore, if this is done to economize 
it is a wrong way to do it, and the sooner that order of 
the Bureau of Navigation is rescinded the better it will be.

ILLEGAL PUNISHMENT. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

In your issue of June 24, ’82, appeared a decision of 
the J. A. General, concurred in by the Hon. Secretary 
of War, “that a senterce imposed by Court-martial to 
carry weights as a punishment, is illegal.” 

Now, Mr. Editor, I wish to draw your attention to a 
total disregard of this decision as exbibited at some of 
our froatier posts, though the decision referred to above 
bears date April 7, ’82, and may not have reached frontier 
stations in time to prevent the execution of sentences. 
Certainly during the month of April ast, and reaching 
into May, it was quite usual to see a soldier parad- 
ing in front of the guard-house from reveille until 
retreat, carrying a log, weighing from 25 to 30 pounds. 
True, some men lessened its weight by suspending the 
log from his shoulders by means of a surcingle or a 
pair of Sherlock’s blanket straps. 

‘ Now comes the month of August (2d), and I have 
just heard, with regret, a sentence promulgated as fol 
ows: ‘To be confined at hard labor, under charge of 
the guard for one month, the first five days and the last 
five days carrying a log weighing 25 pounds, from 
reveille to retreat.” This under a sun whose rays hold 
the mercury at 90 deg. F. in the shade. Surely some 
one is responsible for this disregard of orders and regu- 
lations, and who allows such illegal punishments to be 
carried into effect. J USTIOK.

and articles of war. Kecruit is satisfied, accepts clothing, rations

CADET ENGINEER writes: Owing tothe conflicting newspaper 
accounts of the Naval bill we have been unable to tell how it 
affects us, the present calet engineers, at the Naval Academy. 
Will you answer through your columna the following questions: 
Are we affected in any other manner than being delayedin our 
promotion? If so, does the clause providing that the first ten 
cadets may be retained in the service after graduation, refer to 
the first ten of the classes of cadet engineers and cadet midship- 
men combined who graduate the same year,or ten of each 
class taken separately? Will the present cadet engineers receive 
a year's sea pay if they are honorably discharged at graduation ? 
Does this graduation occur at the end of the four years’ course 
at the Academy, or alter the two additional years at sea? You 
will oblige some ono hundred and more cadet engineers by kindly 
answering the pending questions, ANs.—The new naval bill 
provides that those who are undergraduates of the Naval Acade 
my at the date of its passage, Angust 5, 1852, shall be designated 
and called “ naval cadets; '’ and that from them shall be selected 
after this year for promotion such a number as is found to be 
needed to fill vacancies occurring in the lower grades in the line 
ot the Navy, the Engineer Oorps and the Marine Corps, during 
the year preceding their graduation, Selection is to be made in 
the order of merit aud assignment to the various corps is to be 
made by the Secretary of the Navy on the recommendation ot the 
Academic Board At least ten cadets, however, are to be selected 
fur such appointments, and the limitation dues not apply to 
graduates who may complete their six years’ course duriug the 
prea nt year, 1482. Naval cadets in excess of those selected un 
der the law tor promotion are to bedischarged with one year’s 
sea pay. The clause providing for the selection of ten uaval 
cadets refers to the whole body of undergraduates, and the law 
does not recognizes the distinction between cadet midship- 
menu and cadet engineers, nor does it provide that ten shail 
} be selected from each of ti.ese classes, the total number selected 
being ten. All cadet midshipmen and cadet engineers, of classes 
later than that of 1882, will, as we understand, be entitled to dis- 
charge on graduation with une year’s sea pay if not promoted, 
See tiie text of the bill which we published last week.

Application for thia pension, or ‘service pension,”’ as it is called, 
must be made to the Secretary of the Navy, Washington. Persous 
who have served not less than ten years under similar oondi- 
tions as above, are entitled to pensions for a fixed periud, upon 
survey and recommendation of a medical board of Navy ottoers, 
Application for such pension should be made to the Szcretary of 
the Navy. 3. There are no agents abroad tor the payment of pan- 
sions, but it is presumed arrangements can be made with the 
Pension Office or sume United States peusion ageut in the Ouited 
States, by which pensions due can be sent to persons abroad, 4, 
We do not propose to give you anything except our good wishes, 
it is possible that Congress may, and a bill for that parpose is 
before them. 








THE AUSTRALIAN TORPEDO, 


Tur London Znagineer thus desoribos the Brennan torpe- 

do, which comes to us from Australia: Compared with the 

Whitehead, Fiume, or the Woolwich Royal Laboratory pat- 

terns, the Brennan is simplicity itself. Its motive power is 
not compressed air, neither is it contained in the body of the 
torpedo. To propel the weapon through the water at a 

speed of from 15 knots to 20 knots an hour for 1,000 yards, a 
separate engine, or at least a special connection with an ex- 
isting one, is necessary. This engine drives two drums, 

about 3 feet in diameter, with a velocity at their peripheries 
of 100 feet per second. Their duty is to wind in two fire 
steel wires No, 18 gauge, of the same sort as that nsed in the 
deep sea sounding apparatus of Bir William Thomson. The 
rapid uncoiling of these wires from two small corresponding 
reels in the belly of the fish imparts to them, as may readily 
be conceived, an extremely high velocity. The reels are con- 
nected with the shafts of the two propellers which drive the 
torpedo through the water. The propeliers work, as has 
long been known to be necessary to ensure straight ruoning, 
in opposite directions and both in one line, the shaft of oue 
being hollow and containing the shaft of the other, Now, 
at first sight it would seem as if hauling a torpedo backward 
by two wires was a sufliciontly curious way of speeding it 
‘*fall speed ahead,” but it is found iu practice that the 
amount of “drag” isso small, as compared with the power 
utilised in spinning the reels that give motion to the propel- 
lers, that it may be left out of calculation altogether. Of 
course it is at onee seen that this method of propulsion does 
away with the necessity for air-compressivg engines and 
reservoirs pressed to 1,500 lb. on the square ineb, which, 
however carefully constructed, must always involve a certain 
element of danger, however small, Neither are any delicate 
little engines, controlled and stopped by complicated, though 
exquisite, mechanism required. But these advantages, great 
as they may be, are as naught compared with the power pos- 
sessed by the user of the Brennan torpedo to guide and gov- 
ern ita course and movements, 

A Whitehead, once launched, pursues its way at its own 
sweet will and pleasure, subject only to the skill and judg- 
ment with which its rudders and the rest of its machinery 
have been adjusted before starting ; but a Brennan can be 
steered throughout its course with more accuracy than a 
steam pinnace, How this is accomplished is the very crown 
of the invention. What the mysterious ‘* balance chamber” 
—that secret that has been so well kept, of which neither 
Lieut. Sleeman’s nor Sir Thomas Brassey's hints give any 
definite idea to the outsider—ie to the Fiume and the R. L., 
that in its paramount importance is its steering gear to the 
Brennan. This is a most ingeniouscontrivanoce, whereby the 
relative velccities of the two driving drume, and consequently 
of the two propellers, can be varied at any moment.

but | was assured that excepting that fraction of the frano (two 
cents per day) which is offered the soldier as“ pay,” itis ample, 
as things are there, for his other wants. ‘Lhe svldiers in Italy 
eat but twice a day, namely, ac 10 a. mM. and 4 Pr. M.; and generally 
also have coffee served them early in the morning. The trane, or 
properly speaking, the Italian “ ‘ira,"’ is expended for the sol- 
dier’s benefit as follows; Clothing and repairing of same, per 
day, 3 cents; his daily pay, 2 cents; fuel, lights, mess, furniture, 
and washing of table linen, 2 cents; bread rations, 6 cents; meat 
and other necessaries, 7 couts. Total, 1 lira, or 20 cents each day, 

In speaking of his visit to England, Lieut. Lomia says: 
‘While visiting the Tower of London I was much im. 
pressed by the effect which fife music, with tenor drum, 
base druin and cymbal accompaniment produced. The 
regimental band of the 6th Foot, here stationed, being 
away undergoing instructions, the music above men- 
tioned was as a substitute only for band music; but as 
remarked, it produced a fine and very pleasant effect, 
at least upon me.”

THE CAMP EXPERIMENT, NEW YORK. 


Ir has long been contended that the business engagements 
of a majority of the National Guard would not admit of 
their absence for « sufficient time to engage in an encamp- 
ment; that men thus compelled against their desire and in- 
terest to leave their civil pursuits would soon draw away 
from their regiments; aud that by the loss of its best element 
the Guard would soon be brought to complete rain. Uatil 
recently this argument was universally accepted as gospel by 
National Guardsmen of New York, and the proposition of the 
Adjutant-General of the State to institute annual encamp- 
moute was the most unpopular measure with our citizen 
soldiers. 

Six regiments have just completed their first tours of duty 
at the New York State encampment, and now the camp is 
not ouly the most popular feature of the National Guard, but 
during the few weeks it has been in operation results have 
been reached entirely beyond what was expected by the most 
sanguine, and this attempt at field instruction of the National 
Guard has proved a decided success, of which its originators 
aud supporters have every reason to be proud. 

The progress of the organizations which have pasred 
through the encvmpment, though not equal in all cases, has 
been marked in every iustence, Experience has been gained, 
and qualitivws have been developed io the troops which could 
never have beeu brought out by mere armory drill in tactical 
evolations, Some regimonts carried to camp better pre- 
liminary instruction than others, but all, officers as well ax 
men, on their entry into camp, evidenced a lack of field ex- 
pories.o b. yond all expectation, especially in the case of the 
former, an! the necessity of a school for officers where they 
inay acquire theoretical instruction was never more demon 
strated than on this oovasion. It is true, however, that 
whatever sources of instruction were available were deve- 
luped to the fullest extent possible under the circumstances 
during the short period allotted to each organization. That 
the tinw allowed for encampment was too short was acknow- 
ledged on all sides, aud regretted most by the organizations 
themselves, which bad no soover dropped into the proper 
groove of military duty than they had to break up camp 
Tais evil should be kept sight of and remedied dming next 
season, whea a period of at least ten days sbould be set 
apart for each regiment to occupy camp. 

Considering the small amount of preliminary instruction, 
aud the utter lack of fami iarity with the real duties of the 
soldier on the part of the men, many of whom had donned 
their wmilitwry attire for ‘he first time on tho diy when they 
left for caup, many errors which the Army anp Navy Jova 
wat has found occasion to criticise are excusable. The 
luigth of tine it generally taites in the Army to make a sol- 
dier of a recruit shows that these men are entitled to no 
amall credit for what they accomplished in sv short a period 
Asa general thing the men took hold of tbeir task with sur- 
prisiug wiiliaguers and intelligence, their discipline, com- 
paratively sveaking, was of a very high order, and the 
advance, which was generally made by them in soldierly 
spirit aud boyring, their set up, etc., was in most cases mar- 
vojlous. 

Odicers will have an opportunity to demonstrate their com- 
potency by the degrve iu which they preserve and foster the 
improved spirit iustilled in their men, and they may surely 
expect that the Luspector Goueral's Department will raise 
the standard of mi'itary qualities for next inspections. 

A deplorable fact is that so many officers fell below what 
might be reasonably expected from them in knowledge of 
field duties, and it is earnestly to be hoped that these rea- 
lized their deficiency aud arrived at the conclusion that, 
to become successful in their positions, something 
more ix needed than merely to give the command 
for fours right and left, right wheel, etc., and that 
to achivve this purpose more extended study is indisponsable. 
Without this they are incumbrances, and the sooner they 
make room for somebody willing to do what is required, the 
better it will be. 

While thus commenting upon the personnel of the camp it 
seems not vat of place to state that still better results might 
have been obtained by a different system of instruction, for 
the want of which much of the value of the camp as a 
‘*gohool” was lost. Many errors were repeated day after 
day and never corrected, because those who were responsible 
were not aware of their commission, and this applies eapeci- 
ally to guard and those duties not specified iu tactical works. 
The camp can never be a real camp of iustruction uotil the 
differeut subjects are assigued to special instructors, each of 
whom looks after the department under bis charge, as in 

he ease now with the department of rifle practice. If the 
thorities keep this in view and make provision accordingly 


for next year, and if a theoretical school for officers is 
| meanwhile institated, the camp can be made to be to the 
National Guard what the Artillery School at Fort Monroe, 
| and the Iufantry School at Fort Leavenworth are to the Army. 

As itis the whole scheme has been accepted and success- 
fully carried out and is now looked at with entire satis- 
faction by all concerned; its usefulness has been demonstra- 
ted beyond all doubt, there is ample time to straighten out 
defects in the plan before the arrival of next season, and 
the first thing to be thought of is for all the regiments to 
onite and put their shoulders to the wheel in order to se- 
cure an ample appropriation for this most important ob- 
ject.

INTERNATIONAL RIFLE MATCH. 


Tur contest for places on the Team of American National 
Guardsmen, who are to wrestle at Creedmoor in September 
next with the British for the honors of the rifle world, took 
place on Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday of the 
present week. The contestants entered into the competitions 
with great vigor and non competitors watched the event 
with increased interest—in fact the matter was the only 
topic of interest iu rifle circles during the week. The series 
of preliminary matches instituted for the preparation of our 
marksmen to meet their opponents at the longer ranges, 
where the latter are reported to have the advantage of more 
frequent practice and greater experience, closed on Saturday, 
Angust 12, These matches were diligently contested by 
those immediately concerned, but did not receive from the 
outside world that consideration which the importance of 
the match merited. A proper degree of interest in the main 
event seems, however, to have been created by the competi- 
ons which took place this week, and it is safe to assume that 
the match iu this respect is under proper headway. 

It is a matter of regret, however, that so far as concerns 
the furnivhing of the “ sinews of war” for the entertain- 
meut of the Englishmen by the National Rifle Association 
in a manner wertby of the great country it represents, and 
for the payz.ent of other expenses of the match, the state 
of affairs is till very unsatisfactory. Subscriptions are 
coming in very slow, and the appeal recently made by the 
Ansociation for pecuniary aid is still standing. A few eub- 
scriptions have come in during the week, the most note- 
worthy being that of $100 by the 18th regiment, Col. D. E. 
Austen, who has alxo offered the services of bis regiment as 
evourt to the British marksmen, and for guard duty during 
the contest. If our capitalixts continue to ignore the match 
its expenses will full on the Association, unless the National 
Guard generally responds to the appeal for subscriptions 
receutly made -a. expectition entuwely justifiable, in as 
much as the match is parely one of the Nstional Guard.

Of the whole 
sixteen. including the eemmittee and the secretary, no less 
than seven are ollicers (two lieut. colonels, two majors, two 
captuins acd one lieutenant), two are sergeants, three cor- 
porals aud Ubree privates. Aud most of tbem are well known 
asat least as zealous in ordinary regimental work as in 
shooting. A more thoroughly representative body of cham- 
plons of the voluuteer force could not have been got 
together.” 

Acvording to this the Americans will have no easy task be- 
fore them, besides, as stated above, the English are supposed 
to have an advantage of experience at the longer ranges. 
On the other hand, it is held that this advantage does in 
reality pot amount to so much as is cl.imed for it; that a 
good marksmen at 600 and 600 yards can easily extend bis 
proticieucy to 800, 90) and 1,000 yard ranges, and that this 
bas been the object of the long rauge competitions which 
have taken place during the summer, with what result the 
reader © .u see for bimself from the table of scores given at 
the end of this article. 

What our frieuds across the Atlantic have recently accom- 
plished at 890, 900, aud 1,000 yards we are not able to a-cer- 
tain, as no seores made by them have appeared in receut 
papers. This fact is by some looked upon as encouraging, 
inasmuch as it is taken by them for granted that the scores 
mide were too low to be published. Be that as it may, the 
Englirh will have to contead with the same disadvantages 
as are experienced by our vwu marksmen at Creedmoor.

They used rifles and ammunition of their own choice, and 
in fact it may be assumed that the shooting was as much for 
experimental purposes with these as for the purpo e of 
making bigh scores. Various patterns of rifles were used, 
such as the Hepburn, Sharp's military, Borchard, and in one 
case the Springtield, while the charges of powder u-ed by 
the differeut shooters varied from 70 to 92 grains. Between 
a troublesome fishtail wind, deceptive light, and the usual 
nervousness of men exhibited on nearly all occasions of a 
first day’s shooting, the scores made were not high ; in fact 
they fell much below of what was venerally expected of a 
number of expert marksmen like those assembled here, 
This war, however, not regarded as of much consequence, 
and the result of the first practice, 1n consideration of the 
unfamiliarity with the range, as weil as with their weapons, 
on the part of a number of the contestanty, was acce p ed as 
fairly satisfactory. Several shots were fired at wrouy tar- 
gets. Farrow had some trouble with a new sight. Dolan 
made a miss at 200 yasde. Capt. Price failed ouce to get on 
the target at 600 yarde, while Denman made a ricuchet at 
200 yards. Ovl. Howard got his ramrod stuck in the bore 
before the begioning of the match. It is not to be denied 
that it looks bad to see accomplished sharpshuoters mks 
misves at 200 yards, but the fact is accounted for by the 
nervouxness of the men who were feeling their way and on 
the 1 ane that ‘“‘accidents will happen in the best 
families.” 

The prediction that the men would improve as their ner- 
vouspess wore off and they became familiar with the range, 
weapons, and and ammuuition, seemed to be veritied on the 
second day of the pracuce. The wexther was more favor- 
able, but it was alsu apparent that the men were gradually 
gaining self-coufidence and shootivg in « more coul aud 
deliberate manner, ‘The result wae a total gain of 97 points 
by the best twelve men over the corresponding nuwber on 
the previous day. The score would have been stil: better 
but for a few mishaps. Dulan iu the Legiuniug of bis firing 
at 800 yards fired two shots with bis sixht elevated fur 900 
yards, and of course made two misies. Pollard mude three 
misses at 200 yards, for which he tried to accouut by the 
statement that bis bullets were set too deep in the cartridge, 
whereby the patch wax torn off at the moment of explosion 
and the builet failed to take the grooves and fell short. This 
is all very likely; yet it is a distressing thing to wituess an 
expert rifleman make misses at 200 yards. Johnson also 
accounted in this manner for a wise, while Hinman attri- 
buted two to the same cause. McNevin's gun went back on 
him by leading badly, which inte:fered with bis score to a 
great extent. 

On the third day up to 900 yards the men about kept up 

with the scores made on the day previous, but when this 
range was reached there was a chapvge in the wind, which 
shifted in a very short while through tully 90 degrees of the 
dial and finally settled in a balf-past eizht o'clock direction, 
blowing strong enough to stretch the long streamer near the 
target to its full extent. The sky also avout this time be- 
— le overcast by clond-, and to these chauges the 
several bad scores made at 900 and 1,000 yards were attri- 
buted. These mi-furtuves, however, did not dampen the 
good spirit which prevailed among marksmen aud lookers 
ov, and it was generally assumed that matters looked en- 
vouragivg. 
Lieutenant La Barnes of Connecticut, Private Lower of 
Colorado, who bad realized the futility of their attempts, 
failed to make their appearance on the range, and Captain 
Williams, of Connecticut. followed suit by withdrawing atter 
aome mistakes at 200 and 500 yards ranges, while Capt. Price 
did not make bis appearauce on account of his absence on a 
lishing excursion, 

The weather, August 13, was favorable, although a some- 
what puffy wind was blowing, and -ome of the wen who got 
behind ou previous deys managed to crawl up, while others 
fell back again. Altogether the scores made were, however, 
considered satisfuctory. At the time of our gomg to 
press the Team was nut formally selected, but 
the following men made the best scores on three 
days out of the four of the shooting, and they will, in 
all probability, form the team, ‘Their standing is ia the fol- 
lowing order :

CAMP JOHN F. REYNOLDS, PENNSYLVANIA. 


In honor of a noble soldier, whose life was sacrificed on 
the decisive battlefield of Gettysburg, the lst Division en- 
campmrent of the National Guard of Ponusylvania was 
named Camp Jobn Fulton Reynolds, The camp was inangu- 
rated Aug. 5, and continued to Ang. 12. The National Guard 
system of Pennsylvania was fully explained iu the report 
of last year’s encampments in the Journau of October 1 
and 8, 1*81, and it will now su‘lice to say that the total an- 
nual cost of maintenance is limited to $220,000, The guard 
is fully equipped with everything required for active service, 
except it ba a full supply of gum blankets. The statute law 
provides for a fine, and if unpaid for imprisonment for 
failure of a soldier (sickness aud death in family, under 


any occasion of cuty ordered by his commanding officer. 
The men are paid for service. Transportation and rations are 
furnisbed by the State. Last year tue troops were encamp- 
ed by brigades, being the first encampment held under pro- 
vision of the present law. 

Camp Reynolds was located fall three quarters of a mile 
beyond the borough limits of Lewistown, P.., upon the crest 
of a bill, some 160 feet above the level of the town and the 
Juniatta river, upon which the left rested. What may be 
termed the color line of the encampment, ran very nearly 
north and south; Lewistuwn being to the west and oppo- 
site the right and centre. In rear of the camp or to the 
east was a wooded ravine, through which ran a narrow 
stream, called Jack Creek. The 2d Brigade, General Beaver, 
composed of the 18th regiment, Col. Gutbrie ; 15th, Colonel 
Carpenter, but for the time under command of Licut. Col. 
Stetbins ; 14th, Col. Gray ; 5th, Col. Barchflield ; 16:h, Col. 
Wylie, and 10th, Col. Hawkivs, the colonels ranking 1 the 
order named, occupied the right, and was partly encamped 
in two lines, the 18th and 15th regiments really holding the 
right, while a second line was formed in the rear, by with- 
drawing the right of the line of the 14th, 5ih, 16th, and J0.h 
regimeuts, and running it north by northeast ; the two 
former regiments being directly in rear of the 18th and 15tb, 
but across a slght ravine, which begioning at the Jack 
Creek ravine and terminating atthe color jine ran north- 
cast and southwest, thus forming an angle with the main 
color line. Headquarters of the 2d Brigade was established 
on the right of the 14th regt. and the camp of the sheridan 
Troop ; alxo @ part of the brigade on the right of Head- 
quarters. The 3d Brigade, Brig.-Gen. Sigfried, composed 
of the 8th regiment, Col. Gobin; 4th, Col. Good ; 12th, 











Col. Stean ; 18th, Col. Boies, and 9th, Col. Reynolds, oz0u- 
pied the cuntre. 

The 1st Brigade. Brig. Gen. Snowden, composed of the 1st 
regiment, Col, Wiedershein; 2d, Col. Dechart, 6:h, Col. 
Stabl, and 8d. Col. Bonnaffon. Battalion State Fencibles, 
Major Ryan; Colored Company, Gray Invincibles, and Wash- 
ington Troop Cavalry, held the left. The camp of the 1st 
> formed an L, with the main line, and ran parallel 
with the Juniatta river and canal running alongside ; Bri- 

gade headquarters, the camp of the State Fencibles, Wash- 
| lngton troop, and of the Gray [nvincibles, the latter detailed 
‘for headquarter guaid, being on a clearing to the east of 
Jack Oreek, Tie Artillery camp was located by itself, not 
far from the canal and southwest from the angle formed by 
the left of the 3d brigade and the nght of the 1st Brigade. 
Division headquarters were on the extreme right of the line 
overlooking the greater portion of the encampment and 
parade ground, (he latter in front of the leftand ceutre, An 
unattached company detailed for division headquarter guard 
| was encamped ia rear. On high ground, in the rear of the 
3d Brigade, was erected a water tank, and in the ravine on 
Jack Creek, a pumping engine. From the tank a water pipe 
ran through the encampment, supplyivg the troops with 
water, For the first day or two through mismanagement on 
the part of the contractor for this pa:t of the work, the 
‘supply was totally ivuadequate. This was finally remedied 
and good water furnished ia abundance. The infantry was 
encamped in column of divisions—the at’ eets of the second 
| and third brigades being about half the width of those of 
‘the first brigade, Remove the line of sinks and company 
kitchens from the flank opposite the company officers, as laid 
down in Upton, and put them some distance in rear of the 
field officers’ tents, or between where the baggage train and 
| officers’ sinks were to be located according to the old regula- 
tions and any one can imagine the camps of the second and 
| third brig ides, exepting the camp of the 15th and Lsth regi- 
ments; these, though not in formation as provided for, more 
| nearly assimilated to it than any others noticed. In the first 
brigade company kitchens were in their tactical positious, 
whilst the sinks were placed at the most favorahle p diuts. 
} We doubt whether a location better suited by nacure to the 
| prrpose of a division ercampment could have been found 
| Thore were very many waste places, and iu neither the 21 
| nor 8d brigades was there sulticient epace to have increased 
‘the width of the streets for the sake of a bandsome ap- 
| pearance. The nature of the ground made it impossible to 
jarrange the camps strictly ia accordance with the tactical 
| rules; so far as practicable however it was done, and in one 
or two organizations there was very little innovation. 

The troops were transported by the Penusylvania Raiiroad into 
the borough of Lewistown, where they were dieembarked, and 
thence marched to camp. With the exception of tour reyiments, 
which marched into cawp on Friday, they ail arrived botween 
the hours of 12 o'clock, midnight, and 9 o'clock, A. M., Saturday 
morning, Aug. 5; so that wheu the sugyestion made in last year’s 
JOURNAL, that it would be worth while, net only for the ¢ fect 
which it wight produce on the dissatinfied clasaes, but for the 
experience which might be yaioed, to arrange for landing the 
entire division within the space of an hour or two, was nut car- 
ried out, yet it was attempted; and for the first attempt, and 
considering the tacilities, it was fairly succesatul. 

The lack of transportation facilities was especially noted, the 
quartermaster's departiwent experiencing a vast deal of trouble 
iu transpurting camp equipaye and baggage to and irom the 
tralnsandcamp Not only as aremedy tor this, but a» more 
nearly placing the divisien in acondition fur active service, @ 
baguage train should be owned by the State; sufficient number 
of wagons to be attached to each brigade, the horses hired, and 
the teansters detatied or hired as tuund to work best. Tie de- 
partment would then have sole control, and in the end money 
would be saved. The purchase of a permaneut camp greuod bas 
been supgested many times io the JocRNAL, aud tiie division 
eucampment made the necessity apparent to all, 

The commissariat was uuder charge of Col. Thomas J, Smith, 
Commisaary General, assisted by Lieut, Col, Wiiliam F, Aull, 
Division Commissary. The rations issued gave comp ete sati-- 
faction, not a single complaint was heard. As near us can be 
ascert:ined at this writing, the total number of rations isaned 
was 63.208. Estimated cost per man per day 20}¢ cts. Last year 
the cost per man per day in the lat Brigade was 18 6 10 cents; 
in the 2d Brigade 16 7-16 cents. In view of the higs prices fur 
meat and produce prevailing this year, the cost per mau at 
20'¢ ceuts is proportionately vo bigher than last vear, 

There was a vast improvement in respect to policing the en- 
campment, especially in the 2d and 3d Brigades, where last yoar 
muh fault could be tound, Accompanytug Lieut.-C.1, Mears, 
divi-ion surgeon, in his tour of inspection on the third day, we 
noticed hardly a scrap of rubbish in any one of the streets, Tne 
rear of the teutsa between the lines aud between the regimental 
lines had, however, been made in some iuetances tue receptacle 
of more or less rabbish, The proper location and after use and 
care of the siuke it was found had been neglected in some regt- 
meuts of the 2d Brigade, especially iu the 16th and 18th, where 
kitchen refuse had been thrown and left uncovered iu the ravine 
iu the rear, in the 16th; not quite so bad in the 10th, and less io 
the lith, Lest year the 3d Brigade came in tor the most censure, 
this year the condition was greatly improved, Sinks bave beon 
constructed, the accumulations covered, and the kitchen refuse 
burned. The 1st Brigade, as last year, was in gener] the best 
policed of the division (though being on meadow land, the grass 
prevented the «treets from looking so neat as those in the 3d 
Brigade, where the earth was packed hard and swept), the camp 
of the battalion of State Fencibles the beat of the brigude, 

The savitary regulations were excellent, A daily ineapection of 
the camp by the Surgeon-General and a few suggestions had the 
effect of spurring the regimental surgeons to improving the 
quarters uoder their immediate control. As & consequence 
hygienic condition of the camp daily improved, end to this can 

be attributed ina great measure the absence of serious cases of 
sickness and the gradual decrease of the lighter cases. 

‘The medical report of last year (the three brigades combined),

As usual, and iu accordance with the law, the annual inspection 
of the severa! Commands was made by the ACjutant General dur- 
ing tie progress of the encampment, beginuing with the 1#th 
regiment at 2.30 o'clock P. M., August 5, Orders tor the parade of 
a regiment for laspection were promulgated but a few hours pre- 
vious thereto, and commands were cowpelled, therefure, to hold 
themselves at all times in a fit condition to pass thes:m-e. If 
we were to venture acriticisum itu regard to the inspections it 
would be to say that in view of the large anunal sum appro- 
priated fur maintenance, and of the thousands invested in uni- 
forms, arms, and equipments in the keeping of the (juard, and of 
the important relation which frequent and rigil ispection bear 
to the discipline aud efficiency ot ail military establishments, and 
especially to the militia, the system is not as perfect as it might 
be made. We can only repeat the suggestion made each year lor 
several years past, that there should be an inspector's depart- 
ment, Other States having less at stake have adopted the plan, 
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AD inspection in the field is necessary, but in addition the 
ftarpector peneral should make at least one, unannounced in the 
arm ris, where the pr ficiency iv drill should also be noticed, 
Me enon'!d be capable of tustructing as well as of inepecting.

Inp1a™A.—A correspondent from this State writes as fol- 


lows : 

Your correspondent’s account and criticisms of the en- 
campment and competitive drill at Indianapolis was a little 
one-sided, Any ove that was not there to see the drill would 
wonder after reading the account in the Jounna of July 22, 
why the Asbury Cadets did not take the first prize. He says 
they were the only company that formed right for inspection 
im two ranks: he gave all their good points aud none of their 
mistakes. They executed more movements than any other 
company, yet they took third place. I will give a few of 
their mistakes that I now recall to mind. 

1, Formation in double rank, having only 24 men, the ger- 
geant could not or did not divide the company into platoons, 
but as the men had been drilled repeatedly in their positions, 
they may have thought it was not necersary; they did all 
their platoon movements without being divided, in the pres- 
ence of the judges. 

2. Marching in column of fours, double time, single rank 
distance, in taking double rank distance the first four halted 
and resumed the march at the command, “ Forward, 
march.” 

8. Forming line from column of fours, double rank, at the 
command, * Fours left,” the rear rank of cach four closed to 
facing distance, which should be done during the wheel. 

4, Marching in column of platoons, right in front. To 
form line onthe right the captain forgot to change the 
guides, leaving them on the left during the execution of the 
movemant. 

There were several other mistakes, but these are enough to 
show why they did not take a prize, Tkey marched well, 
and did the manual of aims nicely for cadets. 

Although the Porter Rifles only took sixth place, and exe- 
cuted fewer movements than the other companies, I am cer- 
tain there area number of military gentlemen who were 
present at all the drills, will bear me out when I say they 
gave the best exhibition drill on the ground. The other cap- 
tains seemed to be excited and in a hurry to complete as 
much as possible of the programme. All of them except 
Captain Reyer slighted all, or nearly all the movements—i. e., 
they would only march a few steps in any position, whereas 
the Porter Rifles marched fifty yards in almost every change 
and made less mistakes, I think, in the movements executed 
than any other company, but they were too slow for a prize. 

The dress parades given by the 3d Regiment, Capt. D. H. 
Chase, of the Logan Greys, commanding, comprised of all 
the companies from other states than Indiana, except the Lo- 
gan Greys and Asbury Cadets, these two companies not being 
enrolled in the State legion, were quartered with the inde- 

ndent regiment, the Chickasaw Guards on the right, the 

sogan Greys on the left, and the Porter Rifles color compa- 
ny ; the other companies, eleven in all, with the Jefferson 
Barracks Band, made a very fine appearance and a very cred- 
itable dress parade, especially so the last one given, except 
some of the officers did not know exactly what to do with 
their swords at all times, Lieut. Bartlett, A. Adjt., showed 
that he understood his duty, so also did Sergt.-Maj. Levee.

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Camels are being considered as an adjunct of the war 
in Egypt. The Ville de Paris has published a résume 
of a pamphlet by Tomard, one of the members of the 
expedition under the command of Bonaparte in 1798, 
on the organization of ‘‘ Regiments des Dromadaires.” 
It appears that the regiment of camels, which was in 
existence upto the capitulation of Menou, numbered 
about four hundred French or European camel-men, 
and rendered effective service not only in Egypt but in 
Syria, where Bonaparte himself rode on camel-back. 
The schems is attributed to Bonaparte after he had vis- 
ited Suez. It is stated that the camels, or rather mehari, 
belonging to the French service moved for days at the 
rate of 100 miles, and that it was only owing to their ex- 
ertions that Mourad Bey could be defeated in the desert. 
The experiences of the past European invasions of 
Egypt, if not instructive, will be interesting. The first 
of these was that of Napoleon, who landed on the nights 
of the 1st and 2d of July, 1798, about five miles west of 
Alexandria, at the tower of Marabout, with about 33,000 
men. QOnthe 2d he took Alexandria by assault, with 
little loss. On the 6th, so rapid were his preparations, 
he marched with 30,000 men across the desert of Da- 
manhour to Rahmanie, on the western branch of the 
Nile. There he was joined by a flotilla of armed boats, 
which had entered the river at Rosetta, and which had 
a severe but successful engagement with an Egyptian 
flotilla. The troops suffered dreadfully in crossing the 
desert from want of water and food; indeed, the latter 
was scarce all the way to Cairo. The army was har- 
assed all the way by the enemy’s cavalry, and at Che- 
breis had a sharp action with them. On the 2lst of 
July Napoleon arrived within sight of the Pyramids 
and there fought a severe batt'e with the Mamelukes. 
Forming each division in square, with the artillery at 
the angles, he repelled with great slaughter all the most 
desperate efforts of the finest irregular cavalry in the 
world. On the 23d of July, Napoleon having crossed 
the Nile, entered Cairo. Leaving a garrison in that 
town, he sent Dessaix with his division to pursue one 
portion of the fugitive Mamelukes into Upper Egypt, 
while he himself niarched with two divisions to deal 
with a rising in Eastern Egypt. Both Napoleon and his 
lieutenant succeeded, though not without hard fighting. 
A rising at Cairo was suppressed with energy at the end 
of October. In the following February he marched 
with 13,000 troops into Syria. Thence he returned, as 
we know, baffled chiefly by Sir Sidney Smith, who 
mainly contributed to the successful resistance of Acre. 





Tuat excellent English paper, Zron, is much con- 
cerned because of a report it finds in an English daily 
‘‘that the Senate Naval Committee has introduced a 
bill voting $10,000,000 for building six steel cruisers of 
from 4,300 to 6,000 tons, one steel ram of 2,000 tons, 
four steam cruising boats, and four torpedo-boats ;” 
which ‘‘ bill provides that the steel shall be American, 
and that half the vessels shall be built in private yards.” 
“If ‘our own correspondent’ is correct,” (says Iron), 
‘it appears to us that a small difficulty will arise 
in carrying out the provisions of this bill. ‘There are in 
all fifteen vessels to be built, so that the Government 
and the private builderg will have to construct seven 
and a half each! We should like to know how this is 
going to be done. Will some of the parties go odd man 
for the fifteenth ship, or will the Government stick to 
the text of the bill and build half a vessel and a private 
firm the other half, each half being fitted with a bulk- 
head, and the two halves being floated out and united 
nm one after launching? We will leave our clever 
cousins to settle this point; but inasmuch as a coach 
and horses can always be driven through an Act of 
Parliament, we doubt not a ship of moderate dimensions 
can be sailed or steamed through an Act of Congress.” 
We hasten to reassure our cotemporary. Congress evi- 
dently concluded that it was better that we should have 
no Navy than to compel our Navy Department to 
struggle with an insoluble mathematical problem, and 
for this or for some other equally sensible reason it 
declined to pass the bill appropriating ten millions 
for new vessels. 


Tue Journal @ Artillerie relates some good work done 
by certain batteries of the 8th Austrian Field Artillery 
Regiment at the Austro-Hungarian autumn mauceuvres 
last September. The artillery brigade, and three light 
and four heavy field batteries in concert, with another 
brigade, marched one day twenty-four miles, next day 
nineteen miles, and the third day marched ten miles and 
went into action in seventy-five minutes, the heavy bat- 
teries on a crest on the right, the light batteries upon a 
mound on the left, to reach which they had to take a 
steep and wooded ascent. 

Prinog ALExis, the new High Admiral of the Russian 
fleet, is expected to proceed shortly tu the Black Sea, to 
concert with Admiral Pestchouroff measures for reor- 
ganizing the Black Sea fleet. Since Admiral Popoff 
failed so dismally with his circular ironclads in 1876, no
